As a precaution-
ary measure the lifeboats were made
ready by the crew aad sailors not thus
engaged went to the assistanceof a
number of the passengers who were
vigorously working on the mass of
debris in which several other passen-
gers, Capt. Nickerson and Quarter-
master Crockett were buried. It was
found that J. W.Jchnson wes the only
person seriously injured. His state
room was almost opposite the spes at
which the schooper struck and was
buried in the mass of wreckage. His
right leg was broken and Le sustained
internal injuries and cuts about the
head and face.

The schooner, although damagzd,
signalled thatshe wasin no danger.
Both vesseis remained at the scene un-
til daylight, when the extent of the
ipjuries sustained by each was learn-
od. The hole in the stde of the Juniata
was found to be five feet above the
water lice.

Capt. Nickerson decided it would be
safer to steam back to Boston. The
unipjured passengers were sent to
Providence by traln, whence they pro-
ceeded to their destination on the
steamer Esex.

The blame for the collision has not
been fixed. Capt.Nickerson refused

But the facts
shculd be diligently sought, that the
people may beccme SO arou ed that
they will insist upon legislation mak-
ing it a criminal offense for officers
to contribute corporate funds for
political funds for politcal purposes
and depriving the apparenfly snccess-
ful cacdidates of their offc2s.

LONG LOST COMAISSION

Rturned to the Gallant Soldier Who
Lost It in Battle.

A dispateh from Patterson, N. J.,

gays a commission 25 captain of the
Twenty-fifth New Jersey volunteers
which was lost by Capt. Archibald
Grabam on the batslefield of Freder-
icksburg, Va., was returned to Capt.
Graham’s widow Wednesday by Cunief
Justice Walter Clark of the supreme
court of North Carolina. Judge Clark
tound the commission after the battle
was over. He sent it to the State ad
jutaat general’s office in Trenton and
axked that it ba forwarded to the own-
er. He accompanied it with a letter
saying that he bad intended to return
it many years ago but bad mislaid
and forgotten it. Ha wrote:

“This commission was found where
only a brave mar could have carried
it—beneath the plunging fire of the
Wasnington artillery on Mare's
Heights, just bebind us and the even
more wasting fire of our infantry line
behind the stcne wall at the foot of
the heights, We broke seven succes-
sive lines of battle to pieces at that
point, for nature had made the posl-
tion impregnable. I was then but 14
years of age, but I remember well that
my astonishment at the recklessnsss
of sending brave men oo such a hope-
less mission was only exceeded by my
admiraiton of the steadiness aad gal-
lantry cf the men who eadeavored to
cxecute it.

“I do not know to what bridge tke
Twenty-fitth New Jersey belonged ard
hence do not Enow in which of these
charges Capt. Grabam shared, but I
was particularly struck with that made
by Thomas Meagher’s Irish brigade,
whose line came up almost te the muz-
zles of our guas. We recognizad that
line by the green fiag with the suo-
burst on it as well as by its reckle:s
daring. My mos respectable compli-
ments to Mrs. Grabam and to her soz,
who, as I see is a member of the pro
fession to which I have the honor te
belong.”
